On the Front Line of Russian Defense, 
Below Mukden, November 20.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The thermometer is 5 
below sero. There has not been much 
gnow yet, but it ts perishing cold and 
fuel is almost at prohibitive prices. 

We have come from a ride around the 
front. It was nearly a mile to the front 
through fields of cut kaolin, the giant 
millet of Manchuria, which is being 
rapidly burned for fuel. Whole villages 
of Chinese huts have been gutted of 
every particle of wood work for the 
game purpose. Nearly the whole of the 
army is livmg underground, where body 
‘heat has to serve instead of fires. 

It was a desolate ride to the trenches. 
We caught up with the officer of the 
aay visiting his outposts and ag¢com- 
panied him along miles of trenches, 
where the ground is already froven @ foot 
deep and thesoldiers are working rapidly 
extending the lines of defense and bur- 
rowing into the ground for bomb-proofs 
and dugouts before the frost gets a real 
etip, and the ground freezes 7 feet down.

Was First Police Matron. 

When it was first. decided to place a 
matron at the police barracks, Miss Hol-

Sent men in each state at the head of 
it, with a president elected by all of the 
| States, to whom shall be given the neces- 
|Sary cooperation by one director or vice 
|president from each state. Let these 
Officers in the several states solicit the 
membership of every land owner in the 
‘cotton belt on whose lands 100 or more 
bales of cotton are raised until they 
have secured control of lands on which 
ut least 4,0v0,000 bales of cotton are an- 
nually raised; then have such Jand own- 
ers enter into an ironclad agreement not 
to allow a pound of cotton raised on 
their lands during the coming twelve 
/months, and pledge their lands to faith- 
ifully carry out their agreement. To keep 
the labor on their farms it will, of course, 
be necessary to make them adequate ad- 
vances and have them plant the lands in 
grains, peas, etc., thereby building up 
the lands and laying up a good supply of 
grain and meat for another year. Of 
course this would greatly reduce the 
price of grain and meat and the land 
owners will say, ‘‘We cannot live by 
raising these crops when they will. be- 
come so cheap.” Here is the main point! 
Let these said land owners each buy for 
future delivery, say October, 1905, as 
many bales of. futures as his lands 
would produce and in the fall, when the 
summer months are quoted, transfer their 
options te May or July, and when the 
mills have absogbed the 8,000,00 or 9,000,- 
000 bales produced those who have cotton 
bought can call for the cotton sold by 
Wall street: there will tbe no cg#ton to 
deliver, Then where will Wall street be? 
They will have to settle at such price as 
the south sees fit to dictate; I5 cents 
per pound would net the purchaser 
$3,500 on the contract, but when one 
figures the possibiliy of forcing a set- 
tlement at 50, cents, 75 cents or $1 per 
pound it is easy to figure the speculator 
out of business for all time. 

Once organized, the intelligent land 
owner has the situation in his own hands. 
Through an organization of this kind the 
acreage can easily be controlled, and I 
believe at least 75 per cent of the cg@ston 
lands of the south are in the hands of’ 
those who own not less fhan 50) acres. 

Think of the vast possibilities of an 
organization of the land owners who are 
intelligent enough to realize that thelr 
lands are worth nothing to them with 
cotton at 5 or 6 cents per pound, but on 
the contrary if they will contro! the pro- 
duction of cotton their investments in 
Jjlands will pay them handsomely! 

It is my opinion that the supremacy of 
the south can be maintained by united 
and intelligent effort on the part of the 
land owners, andin no other way, and I 
trust to get the land owners worked uly 
on this question, for I truly believe the 
hold the key to the situation,

Easy with Gains Mostly 
Wiped Out. 


| New York, December %1.—The strong 
upward movement of prices of stocks 
‘in dull trading, which became striking 
yesterday, was continued for a brief pe- 
riod only this morning. The movement 
at first seemed to run out simply, and a 
lethargic condition developed. Then 
prices turned abruptly downwards. 
Sharp declines were scored on a consid- 
erably larger volume of business than 
at any time during the previous day’s 
advance. The coincidence of accelerated 
downward movement with the appear- 
ance in Wall street of printed abstracts 
of the report of the commissioner of 
corporations gave color to the supposi- 
tion that the weakness was induced by 
the contents of the report. The recom- 
mendation in favor of federal licenses to 
permit corporations to engage in inter- 
state commerce seemed to revive all the 
apprehensions felt in the financial dis- 
trict on this subject ever since the pub- 
lication of the president's message. Waen 
|the subject has receded into the back- 
|8round aS a market factor, or seemed 
ito do so, it has been because of quota- 
‘tion of authorities throwing doubt on the 
likelihood of action by congress in line 
with the recommendations. his was the 
attitude yesterday on the occasion of the 
appearance of the interstate commerce 
commissioner’s report, which did not in- 
terfere with the uplifting of the market 
on very meager buying. ‘Today’s reac- 
tion was also due to a feeling of scepti- 
cism Over the substantial nature of yes- 
terday’s advance. The doubt was fos- 
tered by some rather clear evidences to- 
day of a resumption of pool and manipu- 
lative tactics on the part of prominent 
leaders of the late advance to the 
neights from which such costly declines 
were made. The cost of t decline 
has not passed from the memory of the 
victims, and the current stoc market 
is undoubtedly still affected by the*shock 
to confidence induced by the drop. 

There was a suspicion that the move- 
ment might be in the nature of an ad- 
moniftion against the injudicious attempts 
to extend speculative committments and 
fonce the level of prices at an unpro- 
pitious time, and that it was aided with 
that view by some of the great on amg 
and finasscjyal imterests. The manner of 
some of the selling was clearly intended 
to convey the impression of such opera- 
tions, but whether with the connivance 
of the interests suppased to be acting 
was left to the usual] suspicious iconjec- 
ture of the trading public. The news of 
the day was not very significant, and 
was not much regarded. The busy 
hum of excitement as trade in the re- 
tail districts gives warning that the usim2] 
consideraibie holiday requirements for 
cash wil] have to be estimated with other 
factors in the year-end money markets. 
With the sailing of the last steamer 
which can reach foreign markets with 
remittances before the first of the year 
the exchange market went to pieces and 
flattened out to an almost nominal twsis. 
This is corroborative of the view that 
the outgo of gold has been designed 
for purposes of “window dressing’ by 
foreigm finameia] institutions showing of 
conditions.
